TONY Blair yesterday 
signalled the _ crisis-hit 
Child Support Agency is 
going to be scrapped. 

The Prime Minister admitted 
the hated organisation - which 
tries to deal with maintenance 
payments for split families — was 
“not suited” to its job. 

But last night he faced anger for 
failing to act sooner following years of 
misery suffered by millions of hard- 
up parents and their children. 

Single-parents are owed more than 
£1.7 billion from the CSA. 

And figures yesterday showed that 
35,000 blunders leading to repayments 
have been committed by the agency 
over the past four years. 

Some involved as much as £50,000. 

Mr Blair revealed his despair in a 
furious clash at PM’s Questions. 


He said: “The truth is, the agency 
itself is not properly suited to carry 
out that task.” 

He added: “The truth is it is 
extremely difficult and we are look- 
ing urgently at what the solutions 
may be to it. 

“But I have to say I think that the 
problem is a fundamental one which 
is the nature of the task that they’re 
called upon to perform.” 

Labour promised to sort out the 
CSA mess EIGHT years ago. 

It’s expected that the CSA will be 
broken up into at least three separate 


agencies. 
Ministers want investigation of 
maintenance claims split from 


appeals and the collection of out- 
standing cash. 

One option being considered is for 
the Inland Revenue to take over much 
of the work. 

Mr Blair came under fire from 
LibDem leader Charles Kennedy over 
the CSA's “appalling track record”. 

Figures revealed that to get a child 
£1.85 from the CSA £1 has to be spent 
on red-tape. 
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MICHAEL Howard yesterday 
mocked Tony Blair for being “on 
his way out”. 

The 64-year-old Tory leader 
taunted the Prime Minister, 52, 
during a row about schools policy, 
claiming Tories back his school 
reforms while Labour MPs oppose 
them. 

“He and I are both on our way 
out,” he said. “He doesn’t have 
much time left. He needs to spend 
every minute he’s got persuading 


those on his own benches who 
disagree with him.”

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Jury told how brother of football 


TEENAGER Anthony Walker was hacked 
to death with a 2ft-long ice axe simply 
because of the colour of his skin, a 
court heard yesterday. 

The 18-year-old black student died when the razor- 
sharp weapon was smashed into his skull in an 


unprovoked attack. 


A hushed courtroom was told how the axe was provided 
for the murder by Michael Barton, 17, brother of 
Manchester City midfield ace Joey, 23. 

Barton allegedly ambushed Anthony by hiding in park 
bushes with Paul Taylor, 20 — a cousin of the Premiership 
star — and other pals after a night out at their local pub. 

Anthony had been walking his girlfriend Louise 
Thompson, 18, to a bus stop with his cousin Marcus 
Binns, 17, when all three were confronted by a gang who 


had earlier taunted them 
with racial abuse. 

Louise and Marcus man- 
aged to escape and ran off 
to get help, Liverpool 
Crown Court heard. 

When Anthony’s cousin 
returned to the scene, he 
found him lying on the 
ground with the axe 
wedged in his skull. 

Jail 

Immediately after the 
murder, Barton and Taylor 
drove to Dover where they 
boarded a 6am P&O ferry 
to Calais. They then 
crossed the Dutch border 
to Amsterdam. 

The jury was told how, 
while on the run, Barton 
had called his brother Joey 
and said: “I was there, but I 
didn’t kill him. Chomper 
killed him.” 

Chomper was the nick- 
name of jobless Taylor, 
who on Tuesday admitted 
murdering Anthony. He 
faces life in jail when he is 
sentenced at the end of 
Barton’s trial. 

Unemployed Barton, of 
Huyton, Liverpool, denies 
murder and conspiracy to 
cause grievous bodily 
harm against Anthony and 
his cousin Marcus. 

Prosecutor Neil Flewitt 
QC told the court: “Both 
Paul Taylor and Michael

Barton are white, as is 
Louise Thompson. Anth- 
ony Walker and Marcus 
Binns are black. 

“It is the prosecution 
case that on July 29, 2005, 
Taylor, Barton and others 
decided to pursue Anthony 
and Marcus for no reason 
other than the colour of 
their skin.” 

He said Anthony and his 
cousin had earlier suffered 
a torrent of racist abuse 
delivered by Barton and 
Taylor as they waited at a 
bus stop opposite the 
Huyton Park pub in 
Liverpool. 


Struck 


Mr Flewitt said: “They 
walked away, but were fol- 
lowed by a car which con- 
tained Taylor and Barton. 

“The three tried to escape 
by walking into McGold- 
rick Park, but were con- 
fronted by the men once 
more. 

“Although Marcus and 
Louise were able to run 
away and escape their 
attackers, Anthony Walker 
was not so fortunate. 

“He was struck to the 
head and killed by a single 
blow from an ice axe. 

“Tragically, he had sus- 
tained a catastrophic head 
injury and, despite the best 
efforts of all those who 
treated him, he could not 
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be saved. It is the prosecu- 
tion’s case that the fatal 
blow was struck by Paul 
Taylor, but that the weapon 
was provided by Michael 
Barton.” 

There were gasps from 
Anthony’s family as the 
prosecutor held up the axe 
in a clear plastic bag to 
show the jury. 

The court also heard how 
Barton later told police he 
hadn’t been there when the 
fatal blow was struck and 
said he’d tried to pull the 
axe out of Anthony’s head 
but could not do so. 

Mr Flewitt said both 
Taylor and Barton were 
among the gang who had 
earlier hurled racist abuse 
at Anthony and Marcus as 
they waited for a bus oppo- 
site the pub. 

Sensing trouble, the trio 
decided to walk to the next 
bus stop — with the men 
shouting abuse at them as 
they went. 

As they walked away, 
they were trailed by a 
Peugeot car in which 
Barton and Taylor were 
both allegedly travelling. 

After Anthony’s murder

the Peugeot was found 
abandoned at another local 
pub, The Brick Wall, as 
they began their journey 
south to Dover. 

The two remained abroad 
until August 3, when they 
were brought back to 
Liverpool by their parents 
and police. 

The court heard that 
tests carried out on a sign 
outside the Huyton Park 
pub showed that the 
murder weapon had been 
used by Barton two days 
earlier to make seven 
scratches on it. 


Escape 

The sign was earlier car- 
ried into court along with 
other exhibits in the case. 

When detectives inter- 
viewed Barton, he claimed 
Anthony and Marcus had 
started the incident out- 
side the pub. 

He alleged that Marcus 
had been holding a bottle, 
forcing him to jump over a 
fence to escape him. 

The trial continues today 
— and is expected to last 
two weeks.

He does not reveal how much cash 
she pocketed from the speeches — 
reported to be more than £100,000.
